Article  11. — Objects. 

The  objects  of  this  society  are  to  provide  effec- 
tive means  for  the  prevention  of  cruelty  to 
animals  throughout  the  Province  of  Nova  Scotia; 
to  enforce  all  laws  which  are  now,  or  may  here- 
after be  enacted  for  the  protection  of  animals ; 
and  to  secure  by  lawful  means  the  arrest,  convic- 
tion and  punishment  of  all  persons  violating  such 
laws. 

Article  III. — Members. 

The  society  shall  consist  of  active  and  hono- 
rary members. 

Section  1. — Any  person  may  become  a  ftiember 
of  this  society  on  the  annual  payment  of  Oiie 
Dollar y  and  signing  the  constitution  and  by-laws. 

Section  2. — Any  person  may  become  an  hono- 
rary member  on  pajonent  of  Twenty  Dollars,  and 
shall  thereupon  be  furnished  with  certificate  of 
membership,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
privileges  as  other  members.

TO  PREVENT    CRUELTY  TO  ANIMALS    WHILE  IN 

TRANSIT  BY  RAILWAY  OR  OTHER  MEANS 

OF    CONVEYANCE  WITHIN    THE 

DOMINION  OF  CANADA. 

[Assented  to  8th  April,  1875] 

Whereas  the  transpoi*tation  of  cattle,  by  rail- 
way or  vessels  for  long  distances  without  rest, 
food,  or  water  is  liable  to  cause  suffering  from 
hunger,  thirst  and  fatigue,  and  whereas  it  is  ex- 
pedient to  make  provisions  for  the  regulation  of 
the  transportation  or  conveyance  of  live  stock 
over  the  lines  of  railway,  and  by  vessels,  within 
the  Dominion  of  Canada :  Therefore  Her  Maj- 
esty, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Commons^of  Canada,  enacts 
as  follows : — 

1.  In  this  Act  the  term  "  cattle"  shall  include 
any  horse,  mule,  ass,  swine,  sheep,  or  goat,  as 
well  as  any  neat  cattle  or  animal  of  the  bovine 
species,  and  whatever  be  the  age  or  sex  of  the 
lanimal,  and  by  whatever  technical  or  trivial  name 
\i  may  be  known,  and  shall  apply  to  one  animal

2.  No  railway  company  within  the  Dominion 
of  Canada,  whose  railway  forms  any  part  of  a 
line  of  road  over  which  cattle  are  conveyed  from
